OF RENT HIKE PROTEST 


Rents in the San Francisco Chinatown and North Beach areas 
have steadily increased in the recent yearSs。 Commercial rentals， 
which are not Under rent control，often go up five or ten times， 
whenever _ the 1leases expire. In the past decade，we have 
witnessed the removal and demise of many well-known shops 
and eateries due to rent hikes. 

When *he Trent goes through the roof，we don't 间 the 
tenants for their frustration and anger. Many landlords ralse the 
rent to keep up with the market. But there are others who raise 
rents to force out current tenants. And some would do it Simply 
to see what the tenants are willing to pay. Each case is Unique， 
and we do not see an emerging pattern yet. 

But this is not what many commercial tenants in the North 
Beach think.， They are planning to organize 3a protest against 
the property Owners， Privately，many tenants are blaming the 
Chinese Americans. They Say the recent Chinese immigrants are 
buying up North Beach properties and forcing out non-Chinese 
tenants. 

Tt is a fact that Chinatown is expanding，and many Chinese 
families are moving into North Beach.

Chinese Benevolent Association 
Suspends President Lop B. Lee 


NEW YORK - On the evening 
of January 9 an emergency Imeet- 
ing of the standing committee of 


the Chinese Benevolent Associa- 


ton (CBA) of NewYork was called 
by seven major Chinatown mem- 
ber associations. The 17 out of 19 


committee members who attended 


unanimously passed a resolution 


temporarily suspending Lop B. 


Lee from performing the duties of 
the ofce of CBA president and 


ordered closure of the CBA office 


ftor 10 days. At that point Lee's 


term had only a little more than a 


Imonth to go. 


The dispute which led to this 


Unprecedented action in the hun- 
dred-year history ofthis traditional 


Chinatown organization was Over 
，a Written complaint that Lee sub- 
mitted to the Taiwan government 


last September accusing Teng 


Chruan - chang，New York direc- 


tor of Taiwan's Coordination Coun- 


cll for North American Affairs, of 


thirteen acts Showing dereliction 
of duty， Teng subsequently was 
recalled to Taiwan in early Decem- 
ber Teng's supporters in the CBA 
accused Lee of writing the letter in 
the name of the CBA without the 
concurrence of the board of direc- 
tors and Sought an explanation 
from him. Lee's failure to meet 
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with the board led to the inevltable 
January 9 showdown. 

Before the evening's meeting be- 
gan Lee distributed a letter signed 
by hls attorney and then left. In it 
Lee stated that hls letter to Taiwan 
merely expressed hls personal 
ViewSs. Nowhere did he seek to 
represent it as the offcial CBA 
poslition. He further declared that 
the January 9 meeting violates the 
CBA charter since meetings of the 
standing commalttee can be con- 
Vened only by the Preslident. Also， 
Since the presldent was elected by 
the entire board of directors，the 
standing commilttee does not have 
the authority to suspend him . 

This controversy made headlines 
in all of the community Chinese 
newspapers but the attitude of the 
man on the Street generally ap- 
peared to be one of indifference，. 
Almost all felt that the event had 
no particular effect on thelr every- 
day lives. Two garment factory 
Owners InterVliewed by NewYork's 
Cjija Daliy Nezuy weren't very in- 
terested in the affairs of these asso- 
clations and sald that they are Un- 
affected by the closing of the CBA 
ofbce. A_ recently retired noodle 
factory owner didn't understand 
the nature of the dispute. A_new 
immigrant from mainland China 
expressed SUrprise that 17 stand- 
ing committee members can have 
the power to removethe CBA presi- 
dent. Also, hefeltthatthe world of 
the CBA is very remote from the 
everyday lives of people in China- 
town. Other Intervlewees lndicated 
that they have only barely heard of 
the CBA and Lop B. Lee. 坚

Against Leaving Minors in Us

WARRNENNGRONROESRPGOEE 
Minors from Taiwan，arriving 
in the US on tourist visas and 
then remaining behind to 
attend American public 
Schools，are creating numerous 
problems ln both countries， 
Tepresentatives of the Taiwan 
government recently warned. 

Fredrick Chien，a spokesman 
for the _ Coordination _ Council 
for North American Affairs， 
Spoke onut on Jan. 7 about the 
dangers Of parents” leaving 
their children in the US 
without proper Supervision. 
He estimated that there are 
3,000 to 10,000 Such minors， 
mainly on the west coast. 

According to Chien，most of 
these "little Students abroad" 
undergo identity crises，and 
their condition ls "miserable." 
He sald that the children are 
generally too young to 
understand Chinese _ culture 
and ethics，and not mature 
enough to overcome 1language 
barriers， bad grades， and 
homesickness. 

He called upon Taiwanese 
parents to abandon the ldea 
that Sending their younsg 
children abroad for education 
is advantageous，He said that 
the chlldren tend to _ become 
antisocial and acquire bad 
hablits. 


The freer， livelier 
teaching methods 
found in American 
schools，with the 
emphasis on 
individualism，are 
Strengths that 
Taiwan should 
learn from. 


Taiwan"s Vice Minister of 
Education， Daniel Yuan， 
agreecd with Chien，pointing 
out that the -problems are 
the fault of the parents，not 


the children. At the Same 
time，he admitted that the 
freer livelier teaching 


methods found in American 
schools，with the emphasis on 
individualism，are Strengths 


that Talwan Should learn 
from. 
Another reason given by 


Some parents for leaving their 
children in the US is their 
uncertalinty about Taiwan?s 
political future. 

An earlier report noted that 


IEL982-83 二 "about 23J000 
Taiwanese children going 
abroad as tourists did not 


return, and about half of them 
rcemaincd in the care of 
"guardians”who were paid an 
3aVverage Of $8,000 a year for 
room and board.， The report 
3also Said that Some of these 
children have formed gangs. 
Because the children become 
illegal residents of the US， 
their problems compound 
when they graduate from 


high School and cannot get an 
I-20 form needed for entrance 
to college. 

There are now about 23,000 
Taiwanese students in Ameri- 
can colleges and _ universities， 
but virtually all are graduates 
of colleges in Taiwan and are 
in the US legally. Under 
Taiwan law，exit qualification 
is not given to Taiwanese 
Students who have just a high 
School diploma，even if they 
are awarded a full four-year 
Scholarship to an American 
institution. 


An earlier report 
noted that in 
1982-83,， about 
3,000 Taiwanese 
children going 
abroad as tourists 
did not return，and 
about half of them 
remained in the 
care of “guardians-” 
who were paid an 
average of $8,000 a 
year for room and 
board. 


TIo discourage Taiwanese 
parents from leaving their 
minor children in the US，the 
Talwan government issued 3a 
directive in May 198$ to deny 
tourist visas to parents who 
have returned to Ialwan 
without thelr children. Thus， 
these children may go for 
years without Seeing their 
Parents. 


NEVER RETURN 


Taiwanese legislator Hung 
Cho-nan urged his government 
on Dec. 27 to lift this ban and 
to give children abroad 
guidance in their Studies and 
everyday life. Otherwise，he 
Said，, they may never return to 
their motherland after they 
have grown Up，and the 1oss 
will be Taiwan'"s. 

A representative from the 
SF office of the_ Coordination 
Council，in an interview with 
E/W last week，explained that 
the main Teason Taiwanese 
Send their minor children here 
t0 be educated is because of 
the presSsure of the schools in 
Taiwan，which have only nine 
years of free public instruc- 
tion. After that，he said，"the 
competition is So keen..:.。 If 
you want to enter college，it'S 
so difficult.” 

In Taiwan，he continued， 
"the Students are more Serious. 
They have to go to school the

In the US，"they don"t have 
to compete toraEcollesge 
entrance,” he Sald.

SVstem Imust date back into Neo- 
lithlic tmes, the Strtctural evolu- 
ton of Chinese Symbols was esSen- 
tially completed by the end of the 
4th century A.D. 

The earliest Chinese characters 
Were pictographic or ideographic 一 
and remained So，with many de- 
rived from the originals on a pho- 
netic baslis，depicting the objects 
designated by the Spoken word.

Liem Sioe Liong，came to 
Indonesia， from Fujian

Company，Ltd.，First Pacific 
Holdings Limited and its 
Subsidiaries had consolidated 
assets OF US $1,342 million 
and 957 employees at the end 
oOf 1984. 


The press conference was

Department of Corrections Targets Aslans 


In Statewide Recruitment Drive 


By RICHARD SPRINGER 


SAN FRANCISCO - With a 
projected 30,000 hires over the 
next ten Years, the Department 
of Corrections will be one of 
the major providers of job 
cpportunities in the state. 

However _ they have a 
problem attracting -minority 
candidates， according to 
Corrections， recrultment 
analyst Elaine Lew. 

"The job (Correctional Of- 
flicer) just doesn'"t have the 
slamor of a police officer and 
their patrol cars,”Sshe Said in 
an interview with East]LJYesL 


ENTRYWAY 


"But we have more jobs than 
any local (police) department， 
and it can be an entry way 


linto becoming a police 
officer,"” she added. 
TIhe change of title from 


priSson guard to correctional 
officer has been more than a 


cosmetic improvement， ac- 
cording to Lew. 
She feels that the ASsian 


communlity doesn't realize that 
coOrrectional officers are now 
more educated and better 
trained than the old stereotype 
of a prison guard. 


TURN THE KEY 


"Guards are not just 
empty-headed bullies who just 


Stand there and turn the key. 
They write reports and have 
day-to-day communication 
with prlsOnerS." 

Lew polinted out the op- 
portunlties for lateral 
transfer，through exams，from 
correctional officer to patrol 
agent to _ lieutenant can boost 
the monthly wage to the level 
of 3$2,690-$3,247/month. 


NEW PRISONS 


The state is constructing 
eleven new prisons in Cali- 
fornia Over the next Six years， 
most of them in the Southern 
half of the state. 

The affirmative action go0als 
for the  _ Department of 
Corrections are 25$ percent 
women and labor parity with 
the minority populations. 

The state labor parity for 
ASians 1s 3.6 percent and 1.6 
percent for Filipinos. As of 
March of 198$ the correctional 
officer work force was .6 
percent Aslians and .8 percent 
Flilipinos， Lew said those 
percentageSs have increased 
slightly during the 1last ten 
months. 


BILINGUAL PAY 


Although there has been an 
increase in the amount of 
Asians in the “prison 
population，there has been 
almost no chance for the 


ASsian officers to take 
advantage of a bilingual pay 
differential，Lew stated. 

"We have had officers called 
in to do interpreting for 
Vietnamese prisoners in San 
Quentin，but to _ receive the 
billingual pay differential，an 
of ficer has to Show that he or 
she uses it 10 percent of their 
time,”Lew said. The Hispanic 
guards have been able to use 
their bilingual Skills to that 
extent， She added. 

Lew started out studying to 
be a marine biologist at UC 
Santa_ Cruz，but changed her 
major to _ ethnic studies， She 
worked for Asian Legal Ser- 
vices in Sacramento and then 
for the Sacramento County 
Welfare department .as an 
eligibility worker，before she 
joined Corrections. 


The Asian Correctional 
Employees Support (ACES) 
group is 3a recently formed 
peer Support organization that 
cxchanges information about 
career Opportunities and helps 
new Asian officers enter the 
field.
